a Brighton, Aug. 21.—The Rival Stars.—A correspondence, 
which is likely to attract considerable attention in the theatrical 
world, bas just taken place between Mr, J. W. Wallack, the po- 
pular actor, and Mr. Holmes, the acting-manager of the Theatre 
here. The matter atissue between the parties is this: A short 
time since the terms of an engagement were entered into between 
Mr. Holmes and Mr. Wallack, by which the latter was to perform 
for seveo nights, commencing on the 17th. Lo accordance with this 
engsgemeot, Mr. Wallack, shortly before the period named, for- 
warded to the actiog-manager, a list of the characters he intended 
to appear in, including the performance of Hamlet aad Richard, 
and in reply received a communication from Mr. Holmes, that ia 
respect to the two latter characters, it was impossible for him to 
select them, since by ao engagement entered ioto with Mr, Charles 
Kean, it was expressly forbidden that any of the characters ase 
sumed by that young geutleman should be played either by a star 
or aby one of the regular company before Mr. Kean himself had 
appeared io them, and the isterdiction applied equally well toMac- 
beth, King Lear, Othello, Merchant of Venice, and A New Way 
to Pay Old Debts. Mr. Wollsck naturally iodignant at such an 
upusval aud unwarrantable interfereace with the business of other 
actors, expostulated, but in vain; the sole answer was, Mr. Kean 
had iosisted that it should be so, andif there wes any infringement 
he would cancel bis engagement, and not visit Brighton atall. Un- 
der these circumstances, Mr. Wallack has very properly refused to 
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appear, efter exposing in a published correspondence the enormity 
aud absurdity of the pretensions of this young Nero of the stage, 
Mr, Charles Kean, ‘he public, as may be supposed, side warmly 
with the aggrieved favorite, and the chances are, that when Mr, 
Kean does make his appearsnee, be will meet with a reception be 
bad nol looked for, ‘The contemptible egotism which Mr. C. Kean 
bas displayed on the occesion, will, we trust, be treated as it dee 
serves to be, He has too good an opinion of his own abilities, and 
we hope the present circumstance may induce him to Gisplay a 
little more sense oo future occasions. Such conceit is not to be 
tolerated in so young a mon as this sot disant genius.
